II.  Febnmry  22nd.  There  will  be  an  Annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  invisible. 

This  Eclipse  beeins  on  the 
Earth  generally  February  22nd,  6h.  40m.  8,  mean  time  at  Greenwicn,  in  Long- 
titude 165"  25,  E.  of  Greenwich  aud  Latitude  37"  39'  S .  It  ends  on  the  Eartn 
generally  February  22nd,  xah.  asm,  4,  in  Longtitude,  91*^  41^  W.  of  Greenwich 
and  Latitude  7'>  i^  S  ' 

III.  August  3rd.  There  will  be  a  partial  eclipse  of  the  Moon,  visible  at 
Greenwich.  The  first  contact  with  the  Penumbra  occurs  August  3rd,  6h.  zzm. 
9,  mean  time  at  Greenwich,  in  Longtitude  87"  4'  E.  of  Cneenwich  and  Lati- 
tude  i7°  6'  S.  The  middle  cf  the  Eclipse  occurs  at  8h.  48m.  9,  In  Longti- 
tude 49*  8/  E.  of  Greenwich  and  in  Latitude  16*  60'  S.  Last  contact  with  the 
Penumbra  occurs  in  Longtitude  11"  lO'  E.,  and  in  Latitude  16"  35'  s.  The  first 
contact  with  the  shadow  occurs  at  iSo"  from  the  northernmost  point  of  the 
Moon's  limb  toward  the  East. 

IV.  August  i8th.  There  will  be  a  total  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  only  partly 
visible  as  a  partial  Eclipse  at  Greenwich.  The  followmg  details  will  show  th; 
relations  of  this  Eclipse  to  our  Latitude,  it  begins  on  the  Earth  generally 
August  i8th,  ish.  sm,  5,  mean  time  at  Greenwich,  in  Longtitude  54°  30'  East 
of  Greenwich  and  in  i^atitude  370  27^  North.  Central  Eclipse  at  noon  Aug. 
i8th,  i7h.  15m.  5,  in  Longtitude  ioa°  0'  East  of  Greenwich  and  in  Latitude  53° 
47/  North.  This  Eclipse  ends  on  the  Earth  generally  in  Longtitude  155"  26' 
East  of  Greenwich  and  in  Latitude  9°  57''  North.  At  Greenwich  the  Sun  will 
ise  partially  Eclipsed,  and  continue  about  fifteen  minutes.

Insufficiently  paid  letters  for  or  from  the  United  States,  on 
which  a  sihgle  rate  of  postage  or  more  has  been  paid,  are  charged 
with  the  deficient  postage  on  delivery. 

The  prepaid  postage  on  letters  for  the  United  Kingdom  and 
Newfoundland  ia  6  cents  per  ^  ounce.  Wholly  unpaid  letters  for 
or  from  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  other  Postaj  Union  coun- 
tries, (except  the  United  States),  are  charged  double  postage  on 
delivery,  and  insufficiently  prepaid  letters  double  the  deficiency. 

No  letter,  Ac,  can  be  forwarded  registered  to  any  destination 
unless  both  the  postage  and  registration  fee  have  been  fully 
prepaid. 

Post  Cabds. 

Post  Cards  issued  at  one  cent  each  cannot  be  transmitted  to 
any  place  beyond  Canada  or  the  United  States.  Post  Bands  can 
be  obtained  at  the  rate  of  $1 .26  per  100. 

Post  Cards  for  correspondence  between  Canada  and  the  Postal 
Union  Countries,  are  sold  at  the  Stamp  Agencies  at  2  cents  each.

Letters  containing  Gold  or  Silver  Money,  Jewels,  or  precious 
articles,  or  anything  liable  to  Customs  duties,  cannot  be 
forwarded  by  Post  to  any  of  the  Postal  Union  Countries,  except 
to  the  United  States. 

Bboistbbbd  Lbttbrs. 

Letters  intended  te  be  Registered,  when  addressed  to  places  in 
Canada  or  Newfoundland,  must  be  prepaid  by  stamp,  2  cents 
each;  to  the  United  States  6  cents  each,  in  addition  to  the 
postage  rate. 

All  classes  of  matter  may  be  registered  to  Postal  Union 
Countries,  and  the  sender  may  entitle  himself  to  an  acknowled- 
ment  of  delivery  from  the  party  addressed  by  the  payment  of  a 
fee  of  five  cents  in  addition  to  the  registration  fee. 

All  letters  for  registration  should  be  posted  15  minutes  before 
the  hour  of  closing  ordinary  mails,  and  80  minutes  before  closing 
of  Bnglish  mails.

Newspapers  and  periodicals  weighing  less  than  one  ounoe  may 
be  posted  singly ;  if  prepaid  by  postage  stamp,  one-half  cent 
each. 

Newspapers  from  Offices  of  Publication  posted  for  City  DoHt- 
ery  are  not  delivered  by  Letter  Carrier  unless  prepaid  1  cent  each 
by  stamp. 

Newspapers  tuid  periodicals  published  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
and  re-po6ted  by  News  Agents  to  regular  subscribers,  are  net 
liable  to  any  additional  postage. 

Pakcbl  Post. 

Parcels  closed  at  the  end  and  sides,  and  not  exceeding  fire  lbs. 
in  weight,  may  be  i>OBted  at  any  Po&t  Office  in  Canada  for  convey- 
ance to  any  Post  Office  in  the  Dominion  (with  the  exception  noted 
below),  at  the  following  rates.

The  size  of  the  parcel  must  not  exceed  two  feet  in  length,  or 
one  foot  in  breadth  or  thickness.  The  postage  must  be  prepaid 
by  stamp,  and  the  parcel  should  be  marked  "by  Pabckl  Post." 
Parcels  may  be  registered  by  affixing  a  5  cent  Begistration  Stamp 
thereto,  in  addition  to  the  postage. 

Parcbl  Post  fob  thb  Unitbd  Kingdom. 

Parcels  securely  and  substantially  packed  and  closed  for  the 
United  Kingdom,  limited  in  weight  to  3  lbs.,  and  in  size,  to  2 
feet  in  length  by  1  foot  in  width  or  depth,  will  be  received  at  the 
wickets  of  the  Registration  Office,  under  conditions  explained 
there  to  the  senders,  for  transmission  in  the  weekly  mails  de- 
spatched by  the  Steamers  of  the  Canadian  Linos.  Kate,  30c. ^per 
lb.,  or  fraction  of  a  pound. 

Miscbllanbous  Postal  Mattbb. 

Books  and  pamphlets,  printed  circulars,  priocs  current,  hand- 
bills, book  and  newspaper  mamuscript,  printers'  proofs,  maps  and 
print,  engravings,  sheet  music,  photographs,  insurance  policies, 
militia  and  school  returns,  seeds,  cuttings,  bulbs,  roots,  for 
Canada,  Newfoundland  and  the  United  States,  may  be  posted, 
prepaid  by  stamp,  at  1  cent  per  4  ounces,  provided  they  be  sent  in 
coven  open  at  the  ends  or  side,  and  so  put  up  as  to  admit  of  the 
contents  being,  if  necessary,  easily  withdrawn  for  examination ; 
if  enclosed  with  written  commuuications,  or  in  sealed  envelopes 
notched  at  the  end  or  sides,  letter  rate  of  postage  will  be  charged. 
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The  following  are  excluded  from  the  reduced  rate :  Legal 
documents,  stamps  or  forms  of  prepayment,  whether  obliterated 
or  not,  as  well  as  all  printed  articles  constituting  the  representa- 
tive sign  of  monetary  value. 

Packages  of  miscellaneous  matter  are  limited  in  size  to  24 
inches  in  length,  and  12  inches  in  width  or  depthi  and  to  the 
weight  of  4  pounds  for  Newfoundland  and  Canada.  There  is 
no  provision  for  the  transmission  of  seeds  and  bulbs  between 
Canada  snd  the  United  States  by  mail,  except  when  sent  as  sam- 
ples, the  limit  of  weight  for  each  packet  is  8  ounces,  and  the 
rate,  10  cents. 

The  limit  of  weight  for  book  packages  addressed  to  offices  in 
the  Dominion  is  6  pounds,  and  Packets  of  miscellaneous  or  books 
cannot  be  registered  unless  prepaid  at  letter  or  parcel-post 
rate. 

Post  Bands  with  an  impressed  1  cent  stamp  for  this  purpose, 
may  be  obtained  at  any  Stamp  Agency,  at  the  rate  of  four  for 
6  cents. 

The  term  "printed  circulars''  is  extended  to  include  circulars 
produced  by  the  electric  pen  or  other  mechanical  process,  easy  of 
recognition  by  the  officers  of  the  Post  Office,  as  well  as  when 
printed  by  the  ordinary  processes  of  printing  type  or  lithography. 

Pattbrn  and  Samplb  Post. 

Canada. — Patterns  and  samples  of  merc!iandise,  not  exceeding 
24  ounces  in  weight,  when  posted  in  Canada  for  places  within 
Canada,  must  be  prepaid  by  postage  stamp  at  the  rate  of  1  cent 
per  4  ounces  weight,  and  put  up  in  such  manner  as  to  admit  of 
inspection.  Goods  sent  in  execution  of  an  order,  however  small 
the  quaniity  may  be,  or  articles  sent  by  one  private  individual  to 
another,  not  being  actually  Trade  Patterns  or  Samples,  are  not 
admissible  as  such. 

United  States. — Patterns  and  Samples  of  Merchandise,  and 
packages  of  seeds  and  bulbs  posted  for  places  in  the  United 
States,  will  continue  to  be  subject  to  the  special  rate  of  10  cents 
each,  prepaid  by  postage  stamp,  and  must  not  exceed  8  ounces  in 
weight.

Begister  all  valuable  letters,  and  use  sealing  wax  for  letters 
containing  money. 

Transmit  money  by  Money  Orders. 

Make  cemplaints  and  enquiries  in  writing.

Send  to  the  Post  Master  envelopes  of  letters  about  which  you 
seek  information  or  make  complaint. 
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Businosa  men  should  be  careful  to  authorize  but  a  limited 
number  of  persons  to  receive  their  letters,  and  only  those  in  whom 
they  have  full  confidence. 

Please  return  promptly  to  the  Postmaster,  or 'at  the  Enqt^iry 
Office,  misdelivered  letters  or  other  mail  matter.  * 


A  letter  or  Packet  once  posted  becomes  the  property  of  the  per' 
80n  to  whom  addressed,  and  must  be  forwarded  to  its  destination* 
On  no  application,  however  urgent,  can  it  be  delivered  back  to 
the  writer.    Business  men  are  requested  not  to  ask  for  the  return 
of  letters  posted  by  mistake  or  otherwise. 

Letters  addressed  to  initials  or  to  fictitious  names  cannot  be 
delivered,  but  will  be  returned  to  the  writer  through  the  Dead

Extract  from  By'Laws  Nos.  65,  66,  82,  enacted  20tb  AprUt  1^73. 


Sec.  6.  It  is  expressly  forbidden  to  any  occupant  of  a  house  or 
building  or  any  part  thereof,  supplied  with  water  from  the  said 
water  works,  to  furnish  water  to  others,  or  to  use  it  otherwise 
than  for  his  own  use,  or  to  increase  the  supply  agreed  for,  or  to 
waste  it,  or  to  practice  any  fraud  upon  the  said  Corporation  with 
regard  to  the  water  so  supplied. 

Sec.  6.    All  persons  taking  the  water  shall  keep  the  distribution 

pipewiihin  their  premises  in  good  repair  and  protected  from 

fr<  st  at  their  own  expense ;  and  they  shall  be  held  liable  to  the 

Ccrporation  for  all  damages  tliat  may  result  from  their  failure  to 

do  so. 

Sec.  7.  Ko  person  shall  fraudulently  connect  any  pipe  with 
the  water  pipes  of  the  Corporation,  or  with  any  pipe,  cistern  or 
apparatus  connected  therewith,  or  to  or  into  which  tbe  water 
from  the  said  water  works  shall  flow  or  proceed ;  or  shall  fraud- 
ulently use  or  otherwise  mieappropriate  the  water  supplied  by 
the  city,  or  knowingly  permit  the  same  to  be  fraudulently  used 
or  misappropriated. 
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Sec.  8.  If  any  person  supplied  with  water  by  the  Corporation 
do,  or  permit  to  be  done,  anything  in  contravention  of  this  by-law. 
or  fail  to  do  anything  prescribed  by  this  by-law, the  superintendent 
or  his  deputy,  may  cut  off  the  water  supply,  and  cease  to  supply 
such  person  with  water  so  long  as  the  cause  or  complaint  re- 
mains, or  is  not  remedied. 

Sec.  9.  No  person  shall  wrongfully  cause  or  suffer  any  pipe» 
valve,  cock,  cistern,  bath,  soil-pan,  water  closet,  or  other  appara- 
tus or  recepticle  to  be  out  of  repair,  or  to  be  so  used  or  contrived 
that  the  water  supplied  to  him  is,  or  likely  to  be  wasted,  misused) 
or  unduly  consumed. 

Sec.  10.  No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  any  of  the  pipes  or 
fixtures  inserted  by  the  city,  except  by  its  agents  or  officers. 

Sec.  11.  No  person  supplied  with  water  from  the  said  water 
works  by  meter,  shall  be  allowed  to  connect,  or  cause  to  be  con- 
nected, any  pipe  or  other  fixture  between  the  Corporation's 
service  pipe  and  the  meter. 

Sec.  lJ>r'  No  person,  unless 'duly  authorized  by  the  water  com- 
mittee, shall  open  any  hydrant  in  the  said  city,  or  lift  or  remove 
the  cover  off,  or  draw  water  from  the  same . 

Sec.  13.  No  person  shall  turn  on  or  turn  off  the  water  in  any 
manner,  or  interfere  with  any  of  the  water  pipes  or  valves  belong- 
ing to  the  city,  without  the  license  of  the  water  committee,  or  of 
the  said  superintendent. 

Sec.  14.  No  person  shall  pass  the  railing  enclosing  the  reser- 
voir of  the  said  city,  or  shall  defile  or  deposit  any  filth  or  offen- 
sive matter  in  the  said  reservoirs,  or  on  the  bank  or  ground 
adjacent  thereto,  belonging  to  the  said  city,  or  shall  allow  any 
dog  or  other  animal  to  jump  into  the  said  reservoir,  or  upon  the 
said  bank  or  ground,  or  shall  pass  or  remain  upon  ttto  said  bank 
or  ground  after  ten  o'clock  in  the  evening;  or  shall  do  or  cause 
anything  to  be  done  tending  to  defile  or  corrupt,  to  disturb  or 
agitate  the  waters  of  the  said  reservoir. 

Sec.  15.  No  person  shall  draw  or  use  water  from  the  River 
St.  L^iwrence,  or  elsewhere,  for  the  purpose  of  selling  the  same, 
to  any  part  of  the  city. 

Sec.  16,  No  person  shall  draw  or  use  water  from  the  water 
works  in  the  said  city  for  private  fountains,  or  for  hand  hose  for 
wateiing  purposes,  or  for  building  or  manufacturing  purposes, 
unless  such  person  shall  have  previously  obtained  from  the 
superintendent  of  the  said  works  a  written  permission  to  that 
effect,  and  paid  the  respective  rates  charged  in  the  subjoined 
tariff'  for  the  supply  of  water  in  such  cases  ;  and  in  no  case  shall 
said  hose  be  used  for  sprinkling  or  watering  the  streets  between 
9  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  5  o'clock  in  the  aiternoon. 

Sec.  17.  No  person  shall  use  a  hand  hose  of  a  larger  size  or  nozzle 
than  one  fourth  of  an  inch  orifice,  or  use  any  hand  hose  for  the 
purpose  of  washing  horses,  coaches,  omnibuses,  or  other  vehicles.

The  fourth-class  shall  be  firemen  qualified  to  take 
charge  of  any  boiler  used  for  heating,  boilii'g  or  drying 
purposes ;  they  may,  however,  take  charge  of  a  steam 
boiler  used  for  motive  power,  when  under  the  immedlvt" 
supervision  of  an  engineer  of  the  first,  second,  or  tbii"'- 
class.

Sec.  8.  luhis  examination  of  persons  claiming  to  be  qualified 
as  aforesaid,  the  Inspector  shall  be  guided,  as  far  as  possible,  by 
the  rules  laid  down  in  the  annexed  schedule. 

Sec.  9.  Any  engineer  or  fireman  who  may  feel  aggrieved  by 
any  act  or  order  of  said  Inspector,  may,  within  one  month  there- 
after, appeal  from  his  decisic  n  to  the  Fire  Gommittee,  who  may 
confirm,  modify  or  disallow  such  decision. 

Sec.  10.  The  Inspector  shall  make  regular  weekly  payments  to 
the  City  Treasurer  of  all  monies  received  by  him  for  and  on  behalf 
of  the  city  under  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law. 

Sec.  11.  He  phaP,  at  the  end  of  every  year,  report  to  the  Fire 
Committee,  giving  full  particulars  of  the  work  performed,  and 
the  amounts  received  by  him  as  such  Inspector. 

Sec.  12.  The  Fire  Committee  shall  have  full  power  to  regulate 
the  time  when,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  examinations  shall 
be  htld  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law,  and 
mey,  at  their  discretion,  appoint  assistant  examiners  to  act 
conjointly  with  the  Inspector. 

Sec.  13.  The  term  "Inspector,"  wherever  it  occurs  in  this 
By-Law,  shall  mean  the  inspector  of  Boilers  appointed  by  the 
said  council. 

Sec.  14.  Every  person  offending  against  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  By-Law,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  with  costs  or  an  impris- 
onment, or  to  a  fine,  and  in  default  of  immediate  payment  of  said 
fine  and  costs,  to  an  impris*  nment,  the  amount  of  said  fine  and 
the  term  of  said  imprisonment  to  be  fixed  by  the  Becorder's 
Court,  at  its  discretion,  but  such  fine  shall  not  exceed  forty 
dollars,  and  the  imprisonment  shall  not  be  for  a  longer  period 
than  two  calendar  months,  the  said  imprisonment,  however,  to 
cease  at  any  time  before  the  expiration  of  the  term  fixed  by  the 
Eecorder'p  Court,  upon  the  payment  of  said  fine  and  costs ;  and 
the  said  offender  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  penalties  for  each 
and  every  day  that  such  violation  or  contravention  shall  last, 
which  shall  be  held  to  be  a  distinct  and  separate  offence  for  each 
and  every  day  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  15.  This  By-Law  shall  come  into  force  on  the  first  day  of 
January,  1886.

The  meters  shall  be  furnished  by  the  city  and  placed  within  the 
premises  of  the  consumer,  whose  dutjrit  shall  be  to  see  that  the 
same  are  protected  from  trost  or  injury,  the  whole  under  the 
direction  of  the  Water  Department.  Such  meters  shall  at  all 
times  be  acceptable  to  the  Corporation  Meter  Inspector. 

An  annual  rent  shall  be  paid  by  the  consumers  for  the  cost  and 
care  of  such  meters,  as  follows :

The  rent  to  be  paid  semi-annually,  that  is  to  say  :  One-half  on 
the  first  day  of  May,  and  the  other  half  on  the  firat  of  November 
in  each  year. 

If  the  meter  gets  out  of  order  and  fails  to  register,  the  consumer 
will  be  charged  at  the  average  daily  consumption  previously 
registered  by  such  meteis  and  for  the  purpose  of  average  the  year 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  300  days. 

Persons  desiring  to  supply  their  own  meter  may  do  so  with  the 
previous  sanction  and  written  permit  of  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Water  Works. 

When  water  is  required  for  purposes  not  speoifled  in  the  fore- 
going tariff,  the  rate  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Water  Committee. 

The  Water  Committee  shall  have  power  to  ascertain  by  meter 
the  quantity  of  water  used  in  any  of  the  above  oases  and  charge 
accordingly.

PROVINCE  OF  QIJEB£G. 

The  three  Military  Districts  into  which  the  Province  of  Quebec 
ig  divided  are  sub-divided  into  seventy  Begimental  Divisions, 
comprised  within  eight  Brigade  Divisions. 

The  boundaries  of  such  Begimental  Divisions  are  identical 
with  the  Electoral  Divisions  into  which  the  Province  of  Quebec 
is  divided,  with  the  followinj?  exceptions,  viz  :  Montreal  Centre 
forms  two  Begimental  Divisions,  known  as  First  and  Second 
Montreal  Centre ;  the  First  Division  comprising  the  East  Ward, 
and  the  Second  Division  comprising  the  Centre  and  West  Wards.
